Mubarak flew from Cairo early on 
Monday to Amman where he held 
talks with King Hussein over peace 
prospects in the Middle East in foe 
light of his last week’s talks in 
Washington with President Reagan.

BAGHDAD. - Iraqi fighters 
raided five Iranian cities yester- 
day shortly after a powerful blast 
ripped through a residential 
neighbourhood in western Bagh- 
dad killing 14 civilians and de- 
molishing four houses. 

Iran, meanwhile, claimed it 
has fired its fourth long-rance 
missile into Baghdad in five days. 

Foreign airlines yesterday sent 
special flights to bring more than 600 
people out of Teheran after bombs 
and missiles shook the Iranian capit- 
al in the escalating conflict with Iraq . 

Austrian airlines. West Ger- 
many’s Lufthansa and Turkish Air- 
lines flew out planeloads of their 
nationals and other foreigners even 
though they had suspended regular 
flights because of stepped-up fight- 
ing. 

Japan, meanwhile, appealed to 
Iran and Iraq to guarantee safe pas- 
sage so a plane could airlift Japanese 
nationals out of Iran . 

Iraq had threatened to shoot down 
any aircraft in Iranian airspace, 
starting at 8 p.m. Baghdad time 
(1700 GMT). Iran said it had pro- 
tested to the International Air 
Transport Association and to the 
International Civil Arialion Orga- 
nization, and many airlines have 
cancelled service to both countries. 

Iranian Prime Minister Mir Hus- 
sein Musavi warned in a Teheran 
radio interview that Iraq’s Baghdad 
international airport would be 
attacked if the Iraqis made good 
their threat to Iranian air space. 
“The recent threat of the Iraqi 
I regime regarding the security of the 


flights of civilian airliners is insane, 

said Musavi. 

The daily Iraqi war communique 
said Iraqi jet fighter and helicopter 
gunships launched 101 bombing 
raids against "the deafeated enemy 
forces in enemy territory. ....

Teheran radio conceded eight Ira- 
nian civilians were wounded and 
four houses destroyed in the Iraqi jet 
attacks on the city of Hamadan, 400 
kilometres southwest of the Iranian 
capital. 

The radio added that Iraqi war- 
planes had also fired four rockets 
into the coastal city of Bushehr 
"without causing any casualties.” 

The Iraqi warplanes attempted to 
attack Korramabad, 200 miles south 
of Hamadan. but were forced to 
drop their bombs on the hills sur- 
rounding the city, and withdrew 
under Iranian anti-aircraft fire. 

Foreien ministers of the Saudi 
Arabian-led Gulf Cooperation 
Council conferred for three days in 
Rivadh and announced they were 
prepared to send a mediating team 
to Baghdad and Teheran in a new 
bid to end the war. 

The chairman of the conference, 
Kuwaiti Foreign Minister Sheik 
Sabah AL Ahmed flew to Baghdad, 
where Sabah, shortly after his arriv- 
al, briefed Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Tariq Aziz on the outcome of the 
GCC foreign ministers meeting, the 
Iraqi news agency reported.

MKs want $1 million 
more for assistance

As Knesset Members prepare to 
vote for across-the-board cuts in the 
State budget for 1985/86, they are 
asking to increase the Knesset’s own 
budget by some SI million, with 
much of the requested increases to 
go for parliamentary and political 
services to members. 

Although MKs last year agreed to 
a 10 per cent cut in their salaries, 
they refuse to commit themselves to 
rnaintainin g this cut in the budgetary 
year which starts April 1. The neces- 
sary $191,000 to restore the cut is 
included in the Sim. 

The increases include another 
590,000 for parliamentary assistants, 
another 530.000 for allocations to 
factions, another 512,000 for "circu- 
lars to voters," and $50,000 to plan 
an extension to the building 
(although money for construction 
itself will not be available). 

The sum includes $1,000 for the 
national flag which MK Rafael Eitan 
(Tehiya) persuaded the Knesset to 
approve for the plenum chamber. 

The cost is not so much for the flag 
itself, but for the base on which it will 
stand. It transpired that one of the 
architects who designed the cham- 
ber’s interior still has the contractual 
right to design any additions to the 
original plan. 

One of the latest controversial 
amounts in the extra $lm. being 
demanded is $80,000 to improve 
sanitary arrangements in the kitch- 
en, which was condemned by the 
Health Ministry and the Magistrates 
Court. 

Meeting cancelled 

Likud attacks on the Alignment at 
a Monday night session of the Likud 
faction with Finance Minister Mod- 
a’i caused a cancellation of a planned 
meeting of the Alignment faction 
with Moda’i yesterday. 

Instead, in order to iron out differ- 
ences between the Alignment and 
the Likud over certain budget prop- 
osals concerning health, education 
and old age pensions, three Align- 
ment MKs conferred quiedy with 
three Likud MKs and sought a com- 
promise. 

The budget 'for 1985/86 must be 
voted on the second and third read- 
ings next week at the latest. 

Alignment faction chairman Rafi 
Edri, explaining to his colleagues 
why he derided to cancel the meet- 
ing with Moda't, said: “I didn't want 
to turn the meeting into a ba rri e." 


Police want public’s helpimnurder 


TEL AVIV. ~ Police investigating 
the- -murder of British engineer 
George Lloyd on Saturday night, 
yesterday urged anyone who saw 
him a short time before his death, or 
who knows anything about him. to 
report to the nearest police station. 

Lloyd, 51, who worked for Israel 
Aircraft Industries, was found stab- 
bed to death in the rented apartment 
he was living in, on Rehov Hama'a- 
gal, Ramat Gan. 

His body was found at about 11 
p.m. by bis flatmate, 30-year-old 
Tommy Clark, dark told the police 
that he had left the apartment at 9:30 
p.m. on Saturday and returned at 
about 10:45 p.m., to find the front 
door open.

Steep rise in non-combat accidents

Military officers have been 
alarmed by a rise in non-combat 
casualties in the army.

Police officer poses as mental case to nab ‘witch’ 


TEL AVTV (Trim). - An Asfadod 
woman, suspected of practising 
witchcraft and of fraud, was yester- 
day arrested By Tel Aviv police's 
fraud squad. 

Police were alerted to the case by 
the complaint of a Ramat Gan resi- 
dent who suffered from mental im- 
balance, and went to see the woman 
on the recommendation of an ac- 
quaintance. 

He said the woman. 46. treated 
him - unsuccessfully - with a mixture 
of charms, and by means of various 
ceremonies involving the slaughter- 
ing of black cockerels. He said he 
paid her a considerable amount of 
money. 

A fraud team headed by Superin- 
tendent Yossi Atar went to the 
woman’s house yesterday to follow 
up this and other complaints. 


Atar posed as a potential custom- 
er, suffering from depression and 
severe fits. Other squad members, 
posing as members of Atar’s family, 
told the suspect that Atar had been 
treated, to no avail, by doctors. 

The woman told Atar to come 
dose to her. “I was very scared,” 
Atar said later. “She had a strange 
face. Really like a witch from the 
movies.” The woman examined 
Atar and immediately said she bad 
diagnosed his illness. 

She said his soul was possessed by 
various demons, and that she could 
exorcise them, provided she was 
paid enough money. 

She recommended a tried and 
trusted remedy, one that police be- 
lieve she suggested to all her custom- 
ers, telling Atar to buy a black 
cockerel and cook its heart. Then.

The committee took this action 
despite its decision last month that 
no changes in members* salaries or 
benefits wquld be made before the 
recently-appointed Nebenzahl com- 
mittee submits its report. 

The decision was that if a member 
dies after serving four years his 
widow wiU get a minimum pension of 
40 per cent. 

Under the existing rules, the 
widow in such a case gets a pension 
of 24 per cent. 

The committee took up the matter 
as a result of the death last month of 
Yitzhak Seyger (Likud-Libexals). 
Seyger served less than a total of four 
years in the Tenth and Eleventh 
Knessets.

the withdrawal, the army and the 
government are already embarking 
on preventive and precautionary 
measures; but there is a widely-held 
hope foat they will not be necessary'. 
Many policy-makers and experts feel 
the Shi’ites will not seek to pursue 
their war against Israel over the 
border into Israel. Rabin made it 
dear in an interview last weekend, 
though, that if terror did continue. 
Israel would strike back bard at the 
Shi’ite community and hold its lead- 
ers responsible. 

On the diplomatic front, mean- 
while, policy-makers in Jerusalem 
express both praise and gratification 
over Washington’s handling to date 
of the Hosni Mubarak initiative. 
They stress foat the U.S. by no 
means rejected or rebuffed the 
Egyptian leader. It did. however, 
hold fast to its insistence that a 
dialogue between American and the 
Palestinians should not precede a 
broader negotiation involving Israel. 

The assessment among Jerusalem 
analysts is that Washington's cau- 
tion. indeed almost coolness, to- 
wards Mubarak's initiative is de- 


signed to elicit maximum flexibility 
from the Arab side - especially the 
Palestinians - before the U.S. steps 
in to take a more active role. 

Israeli policymakers indicate that 
there has been close consultation 
between Washington and Jerusalem 
throughout recent weeks, and they 
seem to anticipate the advent to foe 
area of U.S. envoy Richard Morphy 
without trepidation. 

The policy-makers were not sur- 
prised by this Week's tripartite sum- 
mit in Baghdad. Egypt has made it 
dear to Israel in recent contacts that 
it is energetically seeking Iraqi as 
well as Jordanian (and perhaps also 
Algerian) support for its peace poli- 
cy.' 

Expert analysts who advise foe 
government here are increasingly 
co thing to foe conclusion, mean- 
while. that neither the Egyptian in- 
itiaiive.nor foe purported shift in foe 
PLO can be dismissed as “public 
relations." The evidence, they say, 
ooints convincingly to a real move 
towards moderation on the part of 
the Palestinians- not nearly as far as 
Israel requires, but a significant 
move nevertheless.

Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon and Communications Minis- 
ter Amu on Rubinstein conferred 
yesterday with Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres on the establishment of a 
second TV channel.

Protesting pensioners lash out at Moda’i

Several thousand pensioners de-

“This is an insult and an affront.'' 
Israel Pensioners Association chair- 
rc jj Uriel Abrahamovitch. 69. told 
Tne Jerusalem Post. “No other 
minister has refused to meet with us 
or has treated us with such hostile 
contempt. We represent 400,000 
pensioners, or about 10 per cent of 
the population. But foe minister 
should also realize we constitute ab- 
out 20 per cent of foe electorate. *’ 

Abrahamovitch, a veteran Mapai 
official, is a former bead of the 
Histadrut Trade Union Depart- 
ment.

lent to the government at a high 
interest rate which, while increasing 
tbe size of the fond, does nothing for 
those who have been waiting a year 
or more for a bed in a geriatric 
hospital.

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finds new form 
of solid matter

HAIFA. - Technion Professor Dan 
Schecbtxnan has been credited by the 
international scientific press with 
discovering “a new form of solid 
matter, intermediate between ciys- 
tal and glass,” 

The 44-year-old Israeli- born sci- 
entist, has now returned to the 
Technion’s materials engineering 
department after his sabbatical at the 
National Bureau of Standards 
laboratory in Gaithersburg, Mary- 
land. where he made the discovery 
about a year ago. 

The March issue of the authorita- 
tive Scientific American attributes 
foe discovery to an “international 
team of metallurgists," with whom 
Schecbtman worked in the NBS lab. 

It credits Schechtman with “find- 
ing the first experimental evidence 
of tbe new form of marter, quasicrys- 
tal. the existence of which had pre- 
viously only been assumed by 
mathematicians. 

Tbe new material is described as 
“a metallic solid, an alloy of alumi- 
nium and manganese.” 

“It’s not every day one comes 
across a new atomic structure. 
There's tbe obvious hope that some- 
thing really interesting will come 
from it,” University of Pennsylvania 
Professor Paul Steinhardt, was 
quoied as saving. 

The High Tech Materials monthly 
said foe discovery represented “a 
novel state of matter; solids with 
structures that are neither amor- 
phous nor crystalline, but something 
called quasicrystalline.” The month- 
ly credited Schectman with having 
been the first to create the new alloy, 
using rapid solidification processing 
at foe NBS lab. 

Yesterday Schectman said he was 
“excited” about tbe discovery. He 
told The Jerusalem Post that he 
graduated from the Technion and 
also obtained his doctorate there, in 
materials engineering. 

Physics Today, in its February 
issue, speculated that “foe puzzling 
data may well have revolutionary 
implications for condensed-matter 
poke at a meeting of 30 Knesset I physics.”

PORT ELIZABETH, South Africa. 
- Black organizers of a strike in this 
eastern Cape city said three homes 
were attacked with petrol-bombs 
yesterday as the death toll in five 
days of South African township riots 
rose to 12. 

A police spokesman said two men 
died early yesterday when their 
bouse was hit with petrol-bombs. 
Two others were hurt and seven 
arrested after the attack. 

The umcst, which began on Fri- 
day, coincided with a three-day 
strike against rising living costs by 
blacks in Fort Elizabeth's townships, 
called by the Port Elizabeth Black 
Civic Organization fPebco). The 
strike ended on Monday. 

Pebco secretary Sipho Hashe told - 
reporters his home and that of 
another group leader had also been 
attacked with petrol-bombs yester- 
day, causing extensive damage but 
no casualties. 

Tens of thousands of blacks re- 
turned to work here yesterday and 
black communities were calm, apart 


from the petrol-bomb attacks, police 
and businessmen reported. 

The DOlice said the incidents of 
arson, stone-throwing and assault in 
the latest unrest included the burn- 
ing of the homes of 11 black police- 
men, and the stoning of IS police 
vehicles. A petrol bomb was thrown 
through the window of a black coun- 
cillor’s home, seriously injuring his 
two young children. 

Black policemen and town coun- 
cillors are seen by militants as repre- 
senting white-minority rule, and 
attacks on them have persisted since 
black protest riots began across 
South Africa more than seven 
months ago. 

Meanwhile, South African Fore- 
ign Affairs Minister Roelof t Pik , 1 
Botha and black Anglican Bishop 
Desmond Tutu have clashed over 
racial policy in their first public de- 
bate. 

Botha, a Nobel Peace Prize- 
winning opponent of apartheid, 
appeared on Monday on a U.S. 
television programme.

Soviets launch big sweep 
in southern Afghanistan 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Soviet and 
Afghan troops are conducting a ma- 
jor ground and air offensive against 
anti-Marxist Moslem guerrillas in 
southern Afghanistan, western di- 
plomatic sources reported yester- 
day. 

Backed by up to 100 tanks, 
armoured personnel carriers and 
other vehicles, the forces have been 
carrying out a sweep between Kan- 
dahar City and Spinboldak on the 
Pakistan border since early .March, 
the diplomats said. 

Soviet MiG jets conducted higb- 
altitude bombing raids in the Kanda- 
har area on March 11, according to 
the sources. 

The offensive began shortly after 


rebels attacked a Soviet-Afghan 
mili tary post near Kandahar on 
February 25, killing 15 soldiers and 
destroying two tanks or APCs, they 
said. Two Soviet helicopters were 
reported shot down by the rebels 
near the dty five days earlier. 

Reports of fierce fighting between 
Moslem rebels and Soviet forces 
near the Pakistan border in Kanda- 
har have been corroborated by guer- 
rilla sources in Pakistan. 

There have been persistent re- 
ports in the past year of a major 
Soviet effort to interdict guerrilla 
supply lines into Afghanistan from 
Pakistan, where more than three 
million refugees have fled since 
1979. 


It’s ‘spitters beware’ in Peking streets 


PEKING (Reuter). - China’s air- 
men can now be grounded and Pek- 
ing shoppers fined as the country’s 
leadership tries to stamp out spit- 
ting. the official press said yesterday. 

Air Force personnel caught spit- 
ting at their bases are liable to be 
publicy denounced and ordered to 
spend a day cleaning the grounds, 
the Peking Daily reported. 

Shoppers in the capital's teeming ' 
Wangfujing Street, meanwhile, are 
being watched by no less than 40 
anti-expectoration inspectors, the 


China News Service said. 

In the past year, around 100,000 
people have been fined up to $2 for 
spitting in Peking and the blitz has 
begun to pay off, the report said. 

Official propaganda warns of the 
health dangers created by spitting in 
public places, but there are still ma- 
jor obstacles. Expectoration is still 
seen as beneficial in the polluted air 
of China’s big cities and top' leader 
Deng Xiaoping regularly uses a spit- 
toon during talks with foreign visi- 
tors. 


3rd round 
in Geneva 
arms talks 

GENEVA. - The U.S. and the 
Soviet Union yesterday held their 
third session of arms talks, following 
sharp public exchanges between the 
superpowers on their fresh efforts to 
control nudear missiles. and space- 
based weapons. 

They stuck to an agreement of 
confidentiality, refusing to answer 
reporters’ questions or to issue a 
statement on the substance of the 
meeting at the Soviet mission. 

A U.S. statement said die session 
lasted two hours and 40 minutes. It 
included the full U.S. and Soviet 
teams which will negotiate on 
medium-range nuclear missiles, 
long-range missiles and space-based 
missile defence systems. 

Another full session of die talks, 
which began on March 12, will be 
held next Thursday at the U.S. mis- 
sion. 

The U.S. senate was to decide 
yesterday whether to approve Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan’s plan to add 
100 MX missiles to the American 
nuclear aresenal. A SI.S billion 
allocation has been approved by the 
Senate Armed Services Committee, 
and majority leader Robert Dole has 
predicted endorsement by the full 
Senate. (Reuter, AP).

IN THE pre-dawn darkness of 
Novembers, 19 75, the Soviet missile ■ 
frigate Store Hevoy quietly slipped 
its lines and headed out to sea from 
the Russian port of Riga. For hours* 
according to research by a U.S. 
naval officer, no one in the Russian 
navy knew the ship was gone. . 

So began one of the most extraor- 
dinary, although ultimately Unsuc- 
cessful, mutinies in the history of 
modern sailing, new details of which 
have just been published. Before the 
incident was over, this account 
states, the Store Hevoy would move 
well out into the Baltic Sea on a mad 
Hash toward Sweden and the West, 
only to be turned back by attacking 
Soviet planes and other ships. 

At least a dozen sailors were failed 
dazing tire incident, the summary 
adds, and the leader of the mutiny 
was later tried and shot. After a final 
cruise in the Baltic, tire Storo Hevoy 
was transferred to the Soviet Pacific 
fleet. 

The attempted flight of the Storo 
Hevoy has been reported in tire past 
by U.S. and European newspapers, 
but never acknowledged by tbe 
Soviet Union. Now, however, a 
more detailed account of the inci- 
dent has emerged. 

An investigation by the American 
officer paints a picture of harsh living 
conditions on board tbe ship; of a 
young, trusted political officer and 
an unusual series of events that 
allowed the officer to take charge of 
a front-line warship -with most of its ‘ 
crew ashore - in a port and sail to 
international waters and the West. 


THE DETECTIVE work was per- 
formed by Lt. Cmdr. Gregory D. 
Young, who earned a master’s de- 
gree from the Naval Postgraduate 
School in 1982 by devoting his thesis 
to the Storo Hevoy incident. His 
findings attracted little interest, 
however, until they were summa- 
rized this month in the magazine Sea 
Power . 

The navy refuses to comment for- 
mally on Young’s research, although 
sources say it has been accepted as 
the most definitive account avail- 
able. Tbe navy also was willing to put 
a reporter in contact with Young 
after determining his work had not 
been classified. Now an instructor of 
naval officers at the University of 
Colorado, Young said recently be 
had received access to some classi- 
fied materials on tire mutiny.

THOMAS FRIEDMAN, who was 
The New York Tunes correspondent 
in Beirut before and during the 
Lebanon war. concedes that the 
press corps had been intimidated, 
but he insists that journalists there 
“always tried, and usually suc- 
ceeded . in finding ways of getting the 
story out”. 

Friedman, who won a Pulitzer 
Prize for his coverage of Lebanon, is 
now The New York Times man in 
Israel and was reacting to charges 
that Beirut-basedl correspondents 
had. on occasions, been less than 
honest in their reporting because of 
terrorist intimidation. 

“There was intimidation in 
Beirut.” he said in an address at Tel 
Aviv University this week, “and it 
did affect how the news was written 
to a certain degree. There was not a 
single reporter in West Beirut who 
did not feel intimidated, constrained 
or worried at one time or another 
about something he had learnt, cons- 
idered writing or had written involv- 
ing the Syrians, the PLO. the Pha- 
lan gists or any other of foe 40-odd 
mili tias in Lebanon, Every reporter 
in Beirut was frilly aware that for 
SI .98 and 10 'Green Stamps, any- 
body could have you killed.” 

The greatest threat came from foe 
Syrians and from the extreme pro- 
Syrian Palestinian faction, he said. 
But as a rule, foe Syrians did not care 
what was written in any language 
except Arabic. 

Fatah, foe Democratic Front for 
foe Liberation of Palestine, most of 
foe Popular Front for foe Liberation 
of Palestine and the Phalangists 
“never shot any journalist for what 
he said or wrote.” 

Friedman firmly rejected charges 
that news had been suppressed by 
journalists for fear of reprisals 
against them; "Anyone who knows 
anything about reporters and report- 
ing knows that most journalists react 
to intimidation by trying all that 
much harder to get the news out ... I 
certainly cannot think of a single 
important breaking news story in 
which reporters in Beirut knew ab- 
out something and consciously co- 
vered it up because of intimidation.” 

Journalists found novel ways of 
getting tbe story our and , at foe same 
time, protecting themselves. Forex- 
ample, he said, articles were. some- 
times printed without by-lines and 
sometimes under a New York or 
Nicosia dateline. 

Reporters in West Beirut, he said, 
did not concentrate on the PLO's 
“reign of terror” because, in their 
eyes, “everyone was doing it to 
everyone else in Beirut and the PLO 
had no monopoly on reigns of terror 
there.” 

“Such violence became foe norm 
in Lebanon. It just stopped seeming 
like news." 

Israel, be said, had become so 
obsessed with foe Palestinians in 
Lebanon and had so demonized 
them that it had lost sight of foe 
other communities and their real 
interests: “How else could one ex- 
plain the way they completely 
ignored foe Shi’ites in foe south or 
the real mafia character of foe 
Christian Phalangists? Having done 
that, urougb, they criticized foe 
press for doing it, too.”

‘Free trade area’ elixir of life for Eilat

TEL AVTV. - Turning Eilat into a 
“free trade area’' will revitalize the 
city. Mayor Rafi Hocbmann. 35, 
said here yesterday. He did not imp- 
ly that without this step Eilat would 
become a ghost town, but he pointed 
out that since 1982 its population had 
dwindled from 25.000 to about 
19,000. 

“The situation has deteriorated 
since the Timna copper mines dosed 
some years ago and activity in the 


port slowed down," be added. 
Hochmann thoueht that after the 


Hochmann thought that after the 
“free trade area" law took effect the 
city would begin growing again, and 
would reach a population of 45,000 
within a decade. 

The law would reduce the cost-of- 
living in the city by 20% to 30%. 
since it was proposed to do away (in 
all or in part) with six types of taxes. 
These included VAT. income tax, 
company tax, employers tax. purch- 
ase tax and customs. He stressed, 
however, that it costs about 25% 
more to live in Eilat than in the 
coastal plain. The greatest advan- 
tage of the "free trade area” will be 


that it will bring additional means of 
livelihood to Eilat and prevent it 
concentrating mainly on tourism. 

Hocbmann hopes that factories to 
make jewelry, cosmetics, spices, and 
especially high-tech industries, will 
be attracted. The latter should prove 
a boon to highly paid engineers who., 
in the "north", suffer a huge income 
tax bite in their salaries. 

Many other plans are also being 
discussed. Two groups of foreign 
businessmen are interested in buying 
the airport area and turning it into 
five motels and three shopping cen- 
tres. The new air strip would be built 
about 12 kilometres north, and pas- 
sengers would be brought to the 
terminal in Eilat by bus. 

There are also plans to set up 
duty-free shops, whose prices would 
be lower than those in similar shops 
in the north, since they would not be 
located at airports but be regular 
stores within the city. Goods would 
be sold against foreign currency 
upon presentation of passports, and 
passengers would receive delivery, 
after they boarded their plane home. 

An American businessman plans 
to invest some 510 million in building 


a sports training camp. It would 
serve mainly European athletes, 
who would come during the winter 
months. 

In th e 1983/84 fiscal year Eilat had 
3,100 hotel rooms, with an annual 
occupancy rate of 52%. In the cur- 
rent fiscal year. the number of rooms 
has grown by 1 .000, to 4,100. with an 
estimated occupancy rate of 65%. 
These rooms include those at tile 
Sonesta, in Taba, but not the several 
hundred rooms which Eilat residents 
rent out in their own flats. 

The rate of occupancy has in- 
creased due to the very low prices 
charged this year. “You can get a 
very good double room for S15 a 
person, including breakfast,*' Hoch- 
mann said, pointing out that this was 
much cheaper than at any other 
resort in Israel, and compared well 
with prices throughout the 
Mediterranean basin. “The only 
problem is tbar the hoteliers are 
losing money, which will stop, 
however, when the free trade area 
reduces their costs," he added. 

“We have launched a drive to 
reduce the costs of extras,” the 
mayor said, admitting that he was

All those who voluntarily reduce 
their pries, generally by about 40% 
for meals, soft drinks and beer, get a 
municipality recommendation, 
which is distributed to tourists in 
Hebrew and English. 

“Those who don’t voluntarily re- 
duce their prices are inspected quite 
thoroughly by a special ‘tourist 
team’ which looks into infractions of 
health regulations, etc. These places 
soon begin to see the light,” Hocb- 
mann said. 

Of the 7,500 breadwinners in 
Eilat, some 2,5 00 are employed 
directly by the hotels. This is in 
addition to 700 to 1.000 foreigners, 
students from Scandinavia, etc., as 
well as Israeli Arabs in the high 
season. Another 1.500 Eilatis work 
in services. Thus, some 4,000 of the 
city’s workers, or more than half, 
depend for their livelihood cm tour- 
ism. 

“At present Eilat earns about $60 
million a year in foreign currency, 
and the ‘free trade area’ should 
raise this sum to between SlOOrn. 
and S150m. wi thin a short time. 
Eventually it may reach 1300m. " 


Investors wait 
as Ohio senate 
debates bill on 
savings banks 


COLUMBUS (Reuter) - Investor 
at 71 Ohio savings banks, closed last 
week amid signs of panic among the 
public, awaited news on their frozen 
sayings after a bill to clarify the 
situation was stalled yesterday in the 
State Senate. 

Tbe Ohio crisis has contributed to 
a steep decline in the dollar’s value 
on foreign exchange markets, and 
the Federal Reserve Bank and state 
authorities are trying to calm' fears 
and prevent it spreading more wide- - 
ly by returning the banks to normal 
business as soon as possible. . . 

The bill would have required the 
institutions, at present insured by a 
private fund, to apply for a Federal, 
body to guarantee tbeir deposits, 
clearing the way for them reopening. 

It also contained a danse allowing 
depositors access to their savings for 
the first time since Governor 
Richard Celeste ordered the banks 
shut last Friday, initially for three 
days and later for a further 48 bouts 
until today. 

• A Senate committee made 
changes in the legislation and die full 
Senate offered more alterations. 

The Ohio House of Representa- 
tives voted 85-2 Monday night to 
approve a bill requiring all thrift 
institutions to apply for Federal de- 
posit insurance. 

Tbe legislation was designed to 
restore public confidence in tbe in- 
stitutions following the failure of ■ 
Home State Savings Bank in Crndn- ! 
nati, Ohio’s largest savings bank, . 
which sparked rumours that the pri- 
vate insurance fund bad been de- ; 
pie ted. 

The collapse resulted in tbe with- 
drawal of more than $60 million 
from other savings institutions last 
Thursday. 

Under the legislation, banks 
showing they could qualify to obtain 
the coverage, would have been able 
to start opening in a matter of days, 
while smaller institutions would 
probably have to merge, the gov- 
ernor’s office said.

The second occasion, Gazit recal- 
led, was in April or May 1983, when 
the then finance minister, Yoram 
Aridor, suggested a limit to regula- 
tion, by keeping the increase in the 
bank shares’ rate of return to half a 
percentage point a month above the 
increase in the Consumer Price In- 
dex for that month. 

Gazit did not say bow he reacted 
to this suggestion, but did say that 
“Aridor and I also discussed the 
problem of the banks' profitability." 

The third and final approach came 
just before the October 1983 col- 
lapse, at a meeting in Aridor’s home. 
“At this meeting I agreed to stop 
regulating bank-share prices be- 
cause I foresaw the great danger,”

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Mubarak’s new alliance 


DOES THE sudden journeying of President Hosni Mubarak 
and King Hussein from Amman - where they met briefly on the 
recent Egyptian peace proposals - for a rendezvous with 
President Saddam Hussein in Baghdad on Monday signal the 
formation of a new, anti-rejecrionist Egyptian-JonJanian-Iraqi 
axis? 

It would be more correct to say that the three-sided 
conference only helped dramatize the fact that such an axis, if 
that is the right word for it, had already been long in the 
making. 

Mr. Mubarak's and King Hussein's apparently unplanned 
flight east was plainly meant as a gesture of support for Iraq at a 
time when it was faring the heaviest Iranian assault yet in the 
four-and-a-half-year-old Gulf war - an assault which, according 
to the Iraqis, has in the meantime been hurled back with heavy 
losses to their enemy. But that gesture also served to confirm a 
growing inter-Arab rapprochement that had its origins back in 
1982, when Iraq discovered that it could not hope to win the 
war. or even end it with a stalemate, without the military and 
political assistance of Egypt and Jordan. 

Since then Iraq has been moving steadily out of the Rejec- 
tionist Front it once headed, leaving it to be led by its old-time 
foe, and now Iran’s ally, Syria - and slowly joining the more 
“moderate” Arab camp. 

This shift in orientation was highlighted by Iraq's decision 
last November to restore diplomatic relations with the U.S.. 
following a rupture that started with the Six Day War. This was 
accompanied by a radical change of course towards Israel. 
Visiting Washington, Iraq’s foreign minister, Tariq Aziz, came 
out with a statement which, considering his country’s record of 
unrelieved opposition to Israel's very existence, was rather 
remarkable. 

The Iraqi minister did not, of course, fail to accuse the Jewish 
state of aggression. But he said his government would not stand 
in the way if Jordan and the Palestinians chose to make peace 
with Israel. 

To this day Baghdad, unlike Amman, has not resumed 
official ties with Cairo which, like those of all other Arab states, 
were cut off in protest against Egypt's concluding a peace treaty 
with Israel. But this. could now be in the offing. In any case, as 
Mr. Mubarak observed on his return home from Baghdad 
yesterday, what really matters is less the formalities than the 
substance of relations between the two countries. 

Thus it would also not be surprising if Iraq were now to voice 
open, even if qualified, backing for Mr. Mubarak's proposals. 
An attempt to win Iraqi backing was made earlier this month, 
when the Egyptian foreign minister, Ismet Abdel-Meguid. 
travelled to Baghdad for the purpose. A tripartite summit 


between the leaders of Egypt, Jordan and Iraq, at least partly 
on this subject, was already then foreshadowed. 


on this subject, was already then foreshadowed. 

Such a conference, to be held in Baghdad, had in fact been 
reliably predicted last December. 

Clearly, Mr. Mubarak is anxious to expand the circle of 
supporters for his plan, in the hope that this would increase the 
chances of the U.S. agreeing to hold a “preliminary dialogue” 
with an Arab delegation. An unconfirmed report names 
Algeria as the next Arab country Egypt expects to draw into the

(Continued from P age One) 
in question was delayed in the origin- 
al law, and since then by Knesset 
action.

He had presented the bill with a 
heavy heart, he said.

his ministry has overall responsibil- 
ity for the Youth Law, he had been 
chosen to bring the amendment to 
the Knesset. 
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THE RESULTS of the 1984 general 
elections pleased neither of the two 
main political blocs in Israel. 
However, while on the night of July 
23 the Likud was relieved to have 
lost fewer scats than it had expected. 
Labour was in a state of shock. More 
than half a year later, sitting together 
with mixed feelings in a parity-based 
national unity government, the 
Likud seems divided and unsure of 
its future, while Labour gives the 
impression of being united as it 
hasn't been for years, and thriving 
on the anomalous situation of being 
half in power. 

After interviews with 15 Labour 
Party leaders, including the prime 
minister and six of his ministers, ray 
conctusiou is that Labour is deter- 
mined to make the best of the situa- 
tion and nobody is planning new 
elections. 

There were really few surprises; 
the Labour Party leaders are a pretty 
predictable bunch. Minister of 
Health Mordecbai Gar lived up to 
his reputation for outspokenness. 
Abba Eban was eloquent and caus- 
tic, Minister of Energy and Infras- 
tructure Moshe Shabal spoke of his 
ministry as of a new toy. Masha 
Lubelsky, secretary-general of 
Na'amat, lamented the lack of 
women in central positions of power. 

Knesset Speaker Shlorno Hillel 
expressed concern about the future 
of Israeli democracy. “We must do 
something about all the poisonous 
mushrooms which have popped up 
in our society.” he says sadly. He 
admits that the problem is not of 
1977 vintage, though in his opinion 
some of the Likud's practices aggra- 
vated the situation. 

Most of the 15 interviewees 
opened with the statement: "This is 
not the government we hoped for.” 
Each, however, noted that there had 
been no alternative. 

Prime Minister Peres believes the 
national unity government has 
brought about many changes. “We 
decided to get out of Lebanon . there 
is a change in the settlement policy-, 
there is a more liberal policy in 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza, a package 
deal was signed and implemented, 
and there is greater tolerance and 
consideration in the country.** 

Two of the ministers who had 
participated in the drafting of the 
coalition agreement. Moshe Shabal 
and Minister of Education and Cul- 
ture Yitzhak Navon, feel that it has 
stood the test in all sorts of situa- 
tions. “It contains answers to ques- 
tions which have already arisen and 
questions which are likeiy to arise in 
future, and it ensures ibai on those 
issues on which there is a real split in 
the government, neither side can act 
on its own," says Shahal.

luxe which are sceptical and critical, 
which ask the difficult questions and 
take nothing on trust.

Everyone agrees that the govern- 
ment was set up to get the IDF out of 
Lebanon and to get the Israeli eco- 
nomy back on the right track.

None of the ministers spoke out 
against cuts in his ministry, though 
both Nayon and Gur Tegret the fact 
that the government has never sat 
down to discuss scales of priority. 
“Perhaps had basic discussions 
taken place concerning the goals of 
the State of Israel in the economic 
and sodal spheres, and had scales of 
priority been set. we would have 
ended up cutting more in some 
spheres and less in others.”

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
is most concerned about the con- 
sequences of budget cuts. “The cuts 
which we are currently introducing 
involve a great security risk for the 
State of Israel. Anyone who believes 
that one can cut without such risks 
does not know what he is talking 
about. Fortunately the U.S. govern- 
ment is compensating us partially for 
the cuts.”

These criteria would be used by 
the Reagan administration to evalu- 
ate Israel's performance and to de- 
cide bow much supplementary aid to 
grant this year, the sources said. *

Sir, - It is highly commendable 
that you took up the controversial 
issue of animal experiments and 
their ethical implications in your 
February 15 issue. There is much 
more to be argued than can poss»biv 
be contained in a brief reader's com- 
ment, yet I should like to point out a 
few aspects at least: 

Enforced legislation enhancing 
animal trials in the wake of the 
thalidomide catastrophe did not in- 
crease drug safety. Patients continue 
to die or develop serious side-effects 
from other drugs, apparently in- 
nocuous to experimental anneals. 

For purely commercial purposes, 
drug manufacturers try to convey a 
feeling of safety to gullible patients 
whenever a new drug is launched on 
the market. As a result of this, and 
many other failures in extrapolating 
animal test results to humans, 
medical associations against animal 
experimentation have formed in 
several European countries. 

It is our duty as physicians to unveil 
the dangers resulting from the poor 
tnmsmtssbflrty of experimental results 
from one species to another, and to 
warn and inform the public at large 
about the absurdity of these prac- 
tices. Most people are not aware of 
the genetic, biological, and physiolo- 
gical differences which make anim- 
als an unsuitable “model" for study- 
ing human disease. 

Ligating a coronary artery in an 
otherwise^ normal and healthy dog. 
for instance, is a common method to 
study myocardial infarction. Ye:. 
the (healthy) heart of this animal, 
the interruption of blood supply to n 
certain area will cause a local injury 
to the cardiac muscle, which mas 


heal to form a scar. This is but one of 
manifold mechanisms underlying in- 
farct development. In man," an in- 
farct is the final result of decades of 
build-up. during which the arteries 
in the entire body are gradually 
deteriorating, due to wrong food 
habits, smoking, overweight, lack of 
exercise, etc. How can wc reproduce 
all these risk factors in experimental 
animals? One at a time is possible, at 
best. 

Another scourge of humanity, and 
ranging second in the list of mortality 
causes is cancer. Animals bred in 
pure strains, protected from all en- 
vironmental influences, are inocu- 
lated with tumour tissue or other 
tumoral products. The ensuing 
tumour may be similar to the human 
disorder, but the rest of the build-up, 
including naturally occurring de- 
fences. is lacking. Any endeavours 
to get conclusive results from these 
trials are fruitless, and using cell or 
tissue cultures instead of live animals 
would most probably yield just as 
much information . 

Israel, a country witb a high stan- 
dard of knowledge, needs a medical 
society of the European type, which 
would check on the uncontrolled 
fury of animal testing going on In 
hospitals, research centres, universi- 
ties. army units, industries etc. This 
society would also have to advise the 
health authorities on ways to prom- 
ote alternative testing methods, 
ranging from video presentations to 
genetic engineering, all of them 
mere reliable and. in the long ran, 
less costly than the seaseless tortur- 
ing and kilting of hundreds of 
thousands of animals.
